On September 1, 1979, the State annexation law, 

I.C. 18-5-10-25 will change slightly with regard to the pro¬ 
vision of services. Should the Council not pass this ordinance 
before September 1, 1979, we propose that Section 2 of the 
ordinance be stricken and replaced with the following: 

SECTION 2. It is the policy of the City of Fort Wayne 
to furnish the above described territory within a period 
of one (1) year governmental services of a non-capital 
nature in a manner which is equivalent in standard and scope 
to those non-capital services provided to areas within the 
City which have similar topography, patterns of land 
utilization, and population density to the said'described 
territory. It is also the-policy of the City of Fort Wayne 
to provide services of a capital improvement nature to the 
annexed territory in the same manner as such services are 
provided to areas already in the City with similar topography, 
patterns of land utilization and population density, and in 
a manner consistent with federal, state, and local laws, 
procedures and planning criteria. 


Again, our planning and legal staff will be available 
to discuss these changes with you.
